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Archbishop Hughes’ War Sermon, 

On Sunday last, io New York City, Arch- 
bishop Hughes preached to a crowded eoagre- 
gation at St. Patrick's, iu exposition of bis 
recent visit to and protracted sojourn Jn Ea- 
rope. After spetk’ng of the religious solem- 
nities which occasioned the gathering of so 
many prelstes in “the cathedrs' church of 
Christendom,” he avowed that b's time had 
been largely devoted to the dif.usion of cor 
rect ideas of our great civi' war, end the prin- 
ciples involved, with the correction of preva- 
lent misapp-ehensions. He intimated that he 
found the infiuenilsl classes very generally 
unfriendly to the Union cause on variou: 
generally resolved themseves 
juto thie—it is the interest of Europe (that is, 
of its governing classes) that the Uaited 
States shovid no longer exbibit the spectacle 
of growth, prosperity snd power hitherto pre- 
sented.
